ompetency is a real Blefling, becaufe it ex-

for the common Benefit of Mankind. Im- 
ealth is but a feeming Bleffing, for to ufe it 
n afliduous and toilfome Application ; meerly 
it is a Work of Care and Difquiet, and to 
it away argues Madnefs and Folly.

Whatever accords beft with our Faculties 
us. Qur Minds are as unfit for fome Degrees 
tage, as our Backs for fome Sort of Burdens ;

But let us now turn the oppofite Side. If we could 
alter our Condition, and actually take not a deceitful 
but true Knowledge of whatever was to befal us thro’ 
Life ; this, I fay, would bea real Evil, nay, an infup- 
portable one : For we muft then forefee the Pain, and 
the Pleafure, the good and the ill, the profperous and 
unlucky Accidents, of our whole’ ‘Lives. Now who 
could bear this ? The certain Knowledge that a Plea: 
{ure would not be lafting, muft take from us all Tafte, 
and the Expectancy of Misfortunes would double the 


his Triamphs, if he had forefeen that he was ftill to 
want Bread? Ozwid had always droop’d, if his Mufe 
had foretold iim he fhould die in Exile : And Coawiley 
had never given us thofe fine Images of Country Life, 
if he had known the firft Summer of his Retirement 
was to be alfo his lait. Already we complain that Life 
is chequer’d, and that the Number of Black Spots ex- 
ceed the White ; Why then do we figh for a Privilege 
which would make us more miferable, by dying all the 
White Spots Black at once ? If, indeed, by forefeeing 
we might avoid Evils, there would be fome Senfe in thus 
wifhing, but this is impracticable ; for what may be 
avoided can never be forefeen. Half of Pleafure con- 
fits in Surprize ; the Weight of Grief is doubled, nay 
trebled, by Expectation: How wretched then js chat 
Policy, whereby we exert our Faculties to leflen our 
Joys, and at the fame Time increafe the Stock of our 
Inquietudes ? 

As thefe Refle&tions are di€tated to us by Reafon, fo 
Experience alfo fully confirmsthem. The moit chear- 
ful, the moft pleafant Parts of our’ Lives, are thole in 
which we have leait Forefight. The Joys of our Child- 
hood are frequently as reafonable, always more un- 
mix’d, than any Pleafures we taite afterwards ; and 
the Reafon, becaufe we think no farther. Such as 
either have or believe they have a Capacity of foretell- 
ing, inflead of being gay and fprightly, are always 
{plenetick and gloomy. How many J errors haunt the 
Superftitious, which are not felt by freer Minds? Knives 
and Forks a-crofs fpoil their Dinner ; a Vifit on Cdi/- 
dermas-day diftraéts them ; and the Fall of a Salt-cellar 
affrights them as much as an Earthquake. Are not 
thefe blefied Effects of fuppofed Forefight ? What then 
would be the Effeét of actual Foreknowledge ? Where 
fhould we find martial Spirit, if Hope were eradicated 
from the Breafts of Soldiers ? Orwhat Satisfaction would 
a new-married Couple enjoy, if they were confcious 
‘the Marriage-Bend would be untied by Death in a few 
Months ? We may guefs at all this, by the Terrors 
which thé Screaming of Owls, the Scratching of Dogs, 
and even the Ticking of a Death-Watch, in/{pire in 
fome People’s Thoughts. But Dreams are ef all other 
the ftrongeft Proofs: Such as are any way remarkable 
hang on our Minds, and till we imagine they are ful- 
fill’d, make us uneafy. 

Nothing more violently exercifes the Curiofity of 
weak Minds than the Date of Life. Yet, if from the 
Confideration of this Inftance we were to decide this 
Queftion, it would certainly go againit the Faculty of 
Forefeeing. To the Uncertainty of human Life we'@we 
many things of mighty Advantige to Mankind. How 
many undertake vait Defigns, which prove of immente 
Benefit to Polterity, tho’ of little Ufe to the Undertak- 
ers, thro’ the Errors of their Computations, or by their 
fudden Deaths! Of what Benefit to Society are fome- 
times the Schemes of felfifh Men! And what extraordi- 
nary Effeéts hath the defiring to continue Life produced ! 
The Projeétor of the New River would fearce have ven- 


-tur’d on that Projeft, if he had known how fmail Satif- 


faction it was to afford him. It was with a View of 
Profit to themfelves the firit Planters “fettled Virginia ; 
they would fcarcely have done fo much purely for their 
Country’s Service, And from a bare Hope of efcaping 
Death, we are fenfible what Experiments tome have fut- 
fer’d to be made upon them. But if the Time of our 
Diffolution were fettled, and known to us, ‘we fhould 
live like condemn'd Criminals in the Shadow of Death, 
without Spirit to undertake anything. This is focertain, 
that the very Fear of dying hath kill’d many. In the 
Reign of King James II. the Countefs of Offry loft her 
Life by obferving fhe made the Thirteenth at ‘lable. 
Such are the Confequences of prying, or attempting to 
pry into Secrets which belong not to our Nature: Such 
th: fatal Effeéts of prohibited Science, or rather, fuch 
che jult Fruits of impious Curiofity | 
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From thete eafy and natural Obfervations let us learn, 
to cure ourfelves of thofe fond and feminine Apprehen- 
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fions, that it is a melancho!ly thing to have fo uncer- 
tainy fo brittle a Tenure of Happineis as human Life; 
that we have no Affuranee that what we lay out in Idea 
we fhail live long enough to bring into Preétice ; that our 
Prudence di¢tates nothing but what is precarious; and 
that neither Wifdom nor Morals can fecure the Thread 
of Life. If thefe are in any degree Evils, we owe them 
to our own Conduét. In order to indemnify ourfelves 
for the Uncertainty and Shortnefs of Life, we ought to 
be the more frugal of Time, and cautious to live the 
better. . If the Plans we lay down are juft, and the De- 
figns we have in view becoming rational Creatures, we 
need not defpair of Satisfaction in what we do, or fear 
that what we leave undone will remain uncom : 
If we purfue the Meafures diftated by Prudence, tho’ 
they may not always produce Profperity, yet they will 
certainly preferve to us Peace. Thus it plainly appears, 
that inttead of contriving how to avoid natural Incon- 
veniences, we too commonly itudy how to encreafe 
them; conjure up Chimeras in our own Brains, and 
then weakly and wickedly charge our vapourifh Whims 
upon Providence, choofing rather to arraign the Great 
Author of the Univerfe on the Maxims of his Govern- 
ment, than examine into thofe by which we govern 
ourfelves. It is well the Folly of fuch a Conduéi abates 
fomewhat of its Impiety, 

Leaving now thefe Delufions of our own wayward 
Imaginations, we will view things in their true and na- 
tural Colours. As our Underftandings are but finite, 
we fhould be puzzied and perplexed by any other Fore- 
fight than we actually have, 
form a true enough Judgment of things before us, and 
which are our immediate Concern. ‘Lhis we could not 
fo well do if our Views were more extenfive, which 
however would not be more ferviceable. The Terms 
of Life differ as much as Faces; but notwithftanding 
this, by reafon of the Uncertainty of Death, the Age 
of all is ina mannerequal. A Man of Thirty reckons 
on the next Year, according to the Law of Nature. A 
hale Man of Seventy thinks he may live another Year, 
thro’ the Firmnefs of his Conflitution. By this means 
Men are render’d long ufeful in their Generations, 
which they could not be if their Deaths were fix’d and 
forefeen, as'we may eafily comprehend. On the whole, 
our Happinefs not depending on the Length of our Lives 
but on our Conduct in them, and Experience anfwering 
all the honeft Ends of Foreknowledge to the full, we can- 
not with any Colour ot, Reafon think ourfelves the warfe 
for not having a Faculty, incapable of doing us good, 
but of a Nature to render us reftleis and uneafy, anxious 
and irkfome to ourfelves, and ufele(s and burthenfome 
to Society. ‘Thus 1 hope I have made good what I 
propofed, and fhewn the Expediency of our being as 
we are. 

However let me add by way of Conclufion, that our 
Liberty, as moral Agents, is fcarce reconcileable to fuch 
a Power of penetrating Events to come as the Inquifitive 
feem to aim at ; and fure there is n®@Comparifon between 
the Value of Freedom and this inconvenient Faculty, 
which none but weak Heads admire. Virtue is the moft 
amiable thing in Man, becaute it enables him to fuftain 
the Dignity of his Nature under all the Trials which 
thro’ the Viciffitudes of fublanary things he may be 
forced to undergo. Cato therefore worthily detpifed 
Labienus, who would have had him ad@vif with the 
Oracle of Jupiter Ammon in the diftrefled State the Re- 
mans were in. Cato thought jultly, that no Oracle was 
needful to teach that Jnnocence was preferable to far

than their Coniciences. With the fame GREAT- 
NESS of MIND, but with a etter Fate, another 
HERO relied on his Vin twe and that Coura:e which
